New Gas Flow 
In Castor Area 


A big flow of natural gas has 
been tapped in the Castor district. 
about 138 miles southeast of Ed- 
monton, 

In a drillstem test at the Bailey- 
Castor No, 1 well, a flow of natural 
gas estimated at more than 18,000,- 
000 cubic feet a day was obtained. 
The test was run Monday night. 

The well is drilling in what is 
known as the Viking sand strata. 
Drilling will continue in search of 
crude oil. 


NWT Whitefish, Trout 


Industry Gets Boost 


Greater commercial exploitation of the Northwest Ter- 
ritories supply of whitefish and trout was announced today 
by the fisheries department in Ottawa. } 


It increased the annual catch 
quota in Great Slave lake, about 
600 miles north of Edmonton, from 
3,500,000 to 9,000,000 pounds. 

It also announced establishment 
of a new commercial fishery at 
Nueltin lake, which straddles the 
border between Manitoba and 
NWT, 

The department said the catch 
quota has been increased on ree-! 
ommendation of Federal fisheries 
scientists who believe resources of 
Great Slave lake can stand further 
exploitation without danger to con- 
servation. 


BIG INCREASE 

The quota is increased from 2,- 
500,000 to 5,000,000 pounds for the 
summer season and from 1,000,000 
to 4,000,0 pounds for the winter sea- 
son, 

The commercia! fishery at Nuel- 
tin lake is expected to give greater 
employment to Eskimos in the area, | 
A quota of 250,000 pounds of white; 
fish and trout has been allowed,} 
based on recommendations by Fed- 
eral fisheries scientists. 

Licenses to commercial fisher- 
men to«fish in the portion of the 
lake which lies in NWT will be is- 
aued this summer,

Whether the breakdown of the system 
is the fault of izens, collectors or the 


city itself, it should be remedied. That is 
what we have demanded and what we will 
continue to demand. 

The plain fact is that garbage is not 
collected regularly, that it is spilled over 
lanes and strewn throughout city streets 
en route to the dumps. 

If contributory factors are the height 
of the wagons, the weight of the cans and 
the unsuitability of the wagons, then ob- 
viously the city administration is to blame 


for supplying such improper vehicles, on 
the one hand, and for failing to enforce the 
bylaw with regard to the size and weight 
of cans on the other. 

So far as burning garbage in cans is 
concerned, which is quite properly illegal, 
many citizens are driven to this expedient 
because irregular and infrequent collec- 
tion causes the cans to fill to overflowing. 

t seems to be clear that the garbage 
collection department is understaffed and 
is inadequately equipped. 

In brief, the chief blame for unsatis- 
factory collection lies at the door of neither 
collectors nor citizens but of the city 
itself. 

The system itself is inadequate. And 
the city council should go into the matter 
of adjusting it. 

That is exactly what we said before and 
what we say again,

The Foreign Relations com- 
mittee of the Uniled Siaces 
senate, having unanimously ap- 
proved the much-debated North 
Atlantic pact, advises the senate 
to adopt it as the best means of 
avoiding another world war and 
warns that failure to ratify 
“would have disastroys conse- 
quences abroad.” 

Why the emphatic language? 
What gives this treaty such vast 
importance? 

The value of this historic pact 
lies in the faet that it is a declara- 
tion of determination by the 12 
signatories. It is an announce- 


ment that they stand together 
as a unil, one for all and all for 
one. 


The amount of military power 
whieh they can muster to back 
the treaty doesn't matier so 
much as that exhibition of de- 
termination. . 

Actually they represent great 
military power—but the thing 
that counts most is their decision 
to use it collectively in defence. 
That makes strong medicine for 
peace-—a mighty deterrent to 
war. 


Now of course, having tenta- 
tively agreed to this treaty, the 
signatories — Canada and the 
United States, with Britain, 
France and eight other western 
Eviropean nations—are likely to 
come a cropper if they do not 
ratify the treaty. 

Why? Well proponents give 
two reasons. One is that it would 
advertise a great weakness to 
possible aggressors, and the 
other is that it would be an al- 
most irreparable shock to the 
morale of the European signa- 
tories who have dared so greatly 
in making the preliminary agree- 
ment, 

Senator Tom Connally, chair- 
man of the U.S, Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, predicts 
that the senate will ratify the al- 
liance overwhelmingly. 

The senate committee's approv- 
al of the pact may well stvength- 
en the hand of state secretary 
Acheson in, the difficult negotia- 
tions at the big four foreign 
ministers’ council! meeting at 
Paris.
